SWALE women who live in 
the most deprived neigh- 
bourhoods die five years ear- 
lier than their better off 
neighbours, according to 


Government figures. 

Females living in Sittingbourne and 
Faversham will enjoy a life span equal 
to the national average — currently 
81.6 years — but those who live little 
more than a mile away are likely to 
die much sooner. 

The figures, prepared by the 
Association of Public Health 
Observatories and funded by the 
Department of Health, reveal that

women in Milton Regis, Sheerness 
east and west or in the North Downs 
area are dying prematurely. 

Swale council’s executive portfolio 
holder for housing and health, Cllr 
David Simmons, acknowledged the 
health inequalities across the region. 

He said: “It’s true to say the social 
structures we inherit, in particular 
class and gender, determine our social 
relationships and our life chances. 

“Swale is aware of the issues raised 
by these figures. The council is work- 
ing closely with the primary care trust 
and other partners in housing, educa- 
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tion and voluntary sectors to look at 
ways in which we can address these 
issues and make contributions to 
improve these statistics. 

“We will continue to look at 
improvements in housing and ensure 
people are aware that they may be eli- 
gible for grants that will give them 
better insulation and heating. 

Director of the health profiles pro- 
gramme, Dr Don Sinclair, said of the 
report:” This isn’t new to the primary 
care trust or council.

THE man found dead in 
Faversham Creek has been 
named as Edward Michael 


Gough — known as Mick. 

The 55-year-old is believed to have 
been found in the mud at about 
11am on Sunday. 

Emergency services were called to 
the creek but he was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

An inquest is due to open today 
(Wednesday). 

It is believed Mr Gough was origi- 
nally from Wales and occasionally 
stayed on a barge called the Henry 
on the creek, but that was not his 
permanent residence. 

Boatmaker Colin Frake, who 
works along the creek, said: “He used 
to come and go. You wouldn’t see him 
for weeks, then he'd pop up again. 

“He had a very strong Welsh accent 
and I used to see him in the Anchor 
pub, where he was sometimes using 
a laptop. ’'m not sure what his job 
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was, but he would frequently be 
downloading photographs from local 
events and festivals.” 

It is believed the body was identi- 
fied at the scene by Justin Ford, the 
owner of the Henry. 

Mr Frake said: “Mr Ford had been 
asked to identify the man at the 
creek on Sunday. I was told there 
was a lot of blood in the mud around 
the dead man. 

“We don’t know the time of death, 
but high tide was at 4am — so he 
must have fallen into the mud three 
to four hours after high water or the 
blood would have floated away. 

“It is possible the electrics tripped 
and he came out to fix them, that’s 
quite common on the creek.” 

A police spokesman said: “A post- 
mortem examination has been con- 
ducted and an inquest will be opened 
in Dover on November 4. Police are 
not treating the death as suspicious.”

GP appraisal failure 


rate ‘could be 15%’ 


UP TO 15 per cent of GPs 
could be forced to retrain 
when the Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust introduces a national 


revalidation scheme. 

The Royal College of General 
Practitioners has warned local med- 
ical committees to expect between five 
and 15 per cent of all GPs to fail at 
least one element of the appraisal pro- 
gramme, with many having to do up 
to 18 months of corrective training. 

Under the scheme, doctors are 
required to obtain a licence by 
November 16 which will have to be 
renewed every five years. 

Dr Maurice Conlon, national direc- 
tor of the NHS revalidation support 
team, has suggested up to a third of 
three-partner practices, and almost 
half of four-partner practices, will 
have at least one GP who does not 
pass first time. 

He said: “A small number of doctors 
might find theyre in the wrong job. 
Some will have a significant need for 
remediation and others will need 
some form of retraining.” 

Kent Local Medical Committee 
began warning members of the signif- 
icant cost and effort months ago. The 
change is aimed at preventing

General Medical Council (GMC) 
received no formal complaints. 

Under the old system doctors had a 
duty to maintain their professional 
competence but this was not enforce- 
able. 

A GMC official said: “Revalidation 
will be based on information drawn 
by doctors from their actual practice, 
from patient and colleague feedback 
and from participation in continuing 
professional development. 

“Those doctors who fail the revali- 
dation process will not be able to write 
prescriptions, sign death certificates 
or exercise any of the legal privileges 
reserved for registered practitioners”. 

Liz Mears, NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent’s assistant director, said: 
“The revalidation process is the 
biggest change to general practice we 
have seen in more than 50 years. 

“NHS Eastern and Coastal has 
already secured funding and has an 
excellent appraisal system in place, 
which will form the cornerstone of 
revalidation. 

“Nationally, there has been talk of 
between five and 15 per cent of GPs 
needing assistance to achieve revali- 
dation. NHS Eastern and Coastal is 
in the process of putting robust plans 
in place to deal with this.”

What a relief as 
work begins on 
new £35m road 


THE first steps towards easing 
Sittingbourne’s congested town cen- 
tre are being taken this week as 
work begins on the long-awaited 
£35.5 million road scheme. 

The Sittingbourne Northern Relief 
Road is a key part of the regenera- 
tion of the town and is also intended 
to help boost development and aid 
the local economy. 

Kent Highways project will see a 
mile of road built by Jackson Civil 
Engineering to link Swale Way at 
Ridham Avenue with Swale Way at 
Castle Road. 

This section will cross both Milton 
Creek and the Sittingbourne and 
Kemsley Light Railway. 

Funding for the project has come in 
the main from the Department of 
Transport, with a £23.4m contribu- 
tion. 

The Homes and Communities 
Agency has put up £8m while devel- 


opers and Kent County Council have 
supplied the remaining £4.1m. 

KCC cabinet member for the envi- 
ronment, highways and waste, Cllr 
Nick Chard, said: “As well as improv- 
ing the flow of traffic to the Eurolink 
industrial estate, this section of the 
wider Northern Relief Road will 
allow further commercial and _resi- 
dential development and help bring 
regeneration of the town centre.” 

The long-awaited scheme is intend- 
ed to go some way towards ending 
the traffic gridlock in the town cen- 
tre. 

Businesses are also in favour as it 
will allow easier access to outlying 
parts of the town. 

KCC commissioned Archaeology 
South East to investigate the site 
before work started on the relief 
road. A hoard of treasures was uncov- 
ered by archaeologists digging in the 
Kemsley area. 
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Farmer's movie 


tells of battle 
with Mugabe 


A ZIMBABWEAN farmer and his fami- 
ly who are being victimised by Robert 
Mugabe’s regime are in the UK for a 
screening of a film about their experi- 
ences. 

Ben Freeth — along with Angela and 
Mike Campbell — is staying with his par- 
ents near Sittingbourne and will see the 
film at the London Film Festival. 

The documentary, Mugabe and the 
White African, tells the story of the fam- 
ily's fight for their farm and was filmed 
secretly in Zimbabwe. 

They hope it will raise awareness of 
the political situation in the country 
since President Mugabe’s land reforms 
began in 2000. 

The family have been subjected to a 
campaign of attacks and beatings as the 
regime attempts to force them from their 
land. 

“It is very difficult to sleep at night 
when you are living through that experi- 
ence,” said Mr Freeth. 

“You never know when they are going 
to come next. They came a few times and 
threatened to burn our house down; they 
threatened to eat our children, they 
threatened to do all sorts of things to us.” 

Mr Freeth and the Campbells fought a 
landmark court case to prevent the 
Zimbabwean government from seizing 
their farm. 

Mr Freeth has also written newspaper 
articles criticising the regime. 

After the attack last year, Mr 
Campbell was left partially deaf and 
with difficulty walking. 

Last month, Mr Freeth was in the 
United States capital Washington DC to 
talk to senators and President Barack 
Obama’s advisers to ask them to put 
pressure on Zimbabwe to resolve its 
political crisis.

Cubit car tax crackdown 
makes our streets safer 


POLICE seized thirty-seven vehicles from 
the streets of Swale in a tax crackdown, 
Operation Cubit. 

Twelve vehicles were removed from the 
Isle of Sheppey and eight from Faversham 
during a week-long operation at the end of 
October. Seventeen cars were also seized in 
Sittingbourne. 

Three offenders received on-the-spot 
penalty fines of £260 each. Twenty-nine cars 
have been crushed or resold. 

Chief Insp Tony Henley said: “This has 
been another successful operation and rein- 
forces our commitment to removing 
untaxed and abandoned vehicles as we can.” 

Swale’s council’s environmental response 
manager, Alister Andrews, said: “Operations 
like these go a long way towards objectives 
of creating a cleaner and safer Kent.” 


Jobs bonanza promised 
by hotel's spring rebirth 


SEVENTY jobs will be created when the 
Coniston Hotel in Sittingbourne reopens for 
business next spring. 

The London Road venue is nearing com- 
pletion and will provide 77 rooms, a restau- 
rant, cocktail lounge, five conference rooms 
and bar. 

The project is being run by local business- 
men Ernie Bernsten and Chris Richardson, 
who sold their fire alarm systems company 
in order to fund it. 

The hotel was built in 1880 as a private 
home but was the major hotel in the centre 
of the town for more than a century before it 
closed in 2005. 


Superstore distribution 
centre now up to speed 


UP to two million cases will leave the newly- 
opened Morrisons distribution centre in 
Kemsley each week now that it is open for 
business. 

The ‘environentally sustainable’ outlet is 
providing 1,000 jobs and was welcomed as 
a huge boost to the local economy. 

Its green credentials have also been highlight- 
ed as ponds and marshland on the site have 
been developed for wildlife and wading birds. 

It is hoped carbon emissions from the 
building will be reduced by 17,000 tonnes 
next year because of state of the art technol- 
ogy being introduced.

Grave mistake 
claimed life of 
early firework 
victim Gilker

THE churchyard at Holy Trinity 
Milton Regis contains one of 
England’s strangest tomb inscrip- 
tions — commemorating what is 
believed to be the first victim of a 
fatal firework accident in the 


country. 

It is dedicated to the memory of a man 
named Simon Gilker and states he was 
killed by a rocket on November 5, all of 313 
years ago. 

The tombstone itself has faded with age 
but the inscription can still be seen, albeit 
indistinctly. 

It reads: “Here lyeth the body of SIMON 
GILKER Junior who was killed by means of 
a Rockett November 5, 1696 AGED 48 Years. 
Also the body of Elizabeth his wife.” 

Guy Fawkes night — which takes place 
tomorrow — commemorates the failed 
attempt to blow up the House of Parliament 
and King James I on the day of the royal 
opening of Parliament by Catholic rebels. 

The Gunpowder Plot came to an end on 
November 5, 1605, and its failure became a 
cause for annual celebration. 

By 1696 letting off of fireworks and burn- 
ing effigies of Guy Fawkes had become popu-

lar. It is known that Gilker was the local 
administer of the poor law for the area — 
which is unlikely to have made him popular 
among the low paid. 

However, there is no sign that his death 
was anything but an accident and the rocket 
could have been part of a local celebration or 
even fired from a ship offshore. 

The Gunpowder Plot’s attempt at mass 
murder in the centre of London started when 
the plotters rented a cellar close to the parlia- 
ment building and installed barrels of gun- 
powder. 

The intended victims included King James 
I and most of the country’s Protestant aris- 
tocracy, who would have been wiped out by 
any explosion. 

The authorities became aware of the plot 
when letters were sent to prominent 
Catholics warning them to stay away from 
Parliament on the day in question. 

A search discovered the explosives and 
Guy Fawkes was arrested close to the scene,

He said: “Anyone tampering with our 
equipment risks severe burns or loss of life.”

Breaking the law was matter 
of survival at a difficult time 


NO ONE understands the pain I 
lived through — 15 months of tor- 


ture and poverty. 

Instead I was requested to attend Medway 
Magistrates Court and appeal against a charge 
of an overpayment of jobseekers allowance and 
income support during a 20-week period during 
August 2007 and January 2008 and a 12-week 
period during April 2008 and July 2008. 

During my working career I have con- 
tributed thousands of pounds towards the 
Government’s ‘kitty’ only to be quickly put into 
poverty through inadequate benefit payments. 
I am indeed a victim of unemployment. 

The Government needs to consider their 
rules of deducting income tax and national 
insurance contributions at source. These 
deductions are meant to provide a safety-net 
for individuals to get them through periods of 
temporary unemployment during their work- 
ing careers when individuals find themselves 
unemployed for various reasons and rely on 
the Government for short-term support. 


Unfortunately in today’s economic climate 
short-term unemployment can be six months or 
more, and this causes long-term financial dam- 
age. Meagre unemployment benefit payments 
are only good for the short-term and only stretch 
so far. After payments for food, utilities, travel 
costs and other sundry items there is very little 
left over to satisfy other financial demands. 

During my period of unemployment I was 
attacked by many financial threats including 
accruing rent arrears, unpaid council tax and 
other creditors who demanded I made a finan- 
cial contribution towards my debts with them. 

The weeks were passing by and I was get- 
ting further into debt. The pinnacle point was 
reached when my rent arrears reached £2,600 
and I was threatened with eviction from my 
private rented accommodation. 

Furthermore my local council decided to put 
my council tax arrears to court for non-pay- 
ment. This was followed by the debt being 
passed on to bailiffs for collection. 

Bailiffs require immediate sums of money to 
be paid, otherwise they enter your property and

remove possessions you acquired and worked 
so hard for in your previous employment. 

Faced with this financial dilemma what was 
I going to do? I had no financial reserves to fall 
back on. I had no rich relatives or friends to 
call upon for short-term financial support. 

The Government is unsympathetic to people 
like me. I was threatened with eviction from 
accumulating rent arrears, which would make 
me homeless. If council tax remained unpaid, I 
would be under threat of imprisonment. 

Being homeless would have left me no 
chance of securing employment. If I was put in 
prison this would affect my career record as 
prospective employers would be unwilling to 
employ a ‘jailbird’. 

I know what I did was wrong and regret my 

actions but I had to survive and keep healthy 
and stay strong through this difficult period of 
my life.

The heightened danger faced by 
pedestrians when the clocks go 
back must be taken more 
seriously. 

The clocks went back on 
Sunday and Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents is urging 
pedestrians, as well as cyclists, to

ensure they can be seen by 
motorists and for motorists to keep 
an even greater look out for them. 

A total of 572 pedestrians were 
killed on Britain’s roads last year. 
Pedestrian deaths rose from 55 in 
October to 62 in November — the 
month in which the most pedestrian 
fatalities were recorded. In March 
2008, 61 pedestrians were killed, 
but in April — after the clocks had 
moved forward an hour — the figure 
dropped to 34. 

We are also continuing to press for 
the introduction of a system that 
would give an extra hour of daylight 
in the evening all year round. 

RoSPA has been calling for many 
years for the UK to move to a 
system called “Single Double 
Summer Time” (SDST), which 
would put the clocks one hour ahead 
of Greenwich Mean Time (GMT) in 
winter and two hours ahead of GMT 
in summer. This year, the campaign 
has received a boost from three 
publications. 

RoSPA needs to keep the 
momentum behind this 
long-running campaign. In view of 
the reports published this year, plus 
the casualty data from 2008, we will 
continue to call for a change which, 
we believe, would save lives and 
reduce injuries.

ROAD TEST 


MANY humble three-door hatch- 
backs have been transformed lately 
into a ‘Sports Hatch’, ‘SportCoupé’ 
or ‘BabeMagnet’. 

OK, I lied about the last one and anyone about 
to Google a price for one, might find that a decent 
chat-up line works better than a flash motor... 

Fact is though, racy repackaging of the lowli- 
est and loss-leading versions of family hatch- 
backs has turned profitable and the current star 
is the Renault Mégane Coupé (from £16,135). 

It justifies the coupé label with an elegantly 
tapered rear roof and tail and upswept rear win- 
dowline. 

And if the styling is more harmonious than 
before, it is echoed by a classy interior that 
underlines how, if carmakers want extra profits 
from selling desirability rather than functional- 
ity, these cars must look the part inside. 

The Mégane execution is not perfect — rarely 
have I encountered a sound system as fiddly — 
but I liked the big digital speedo dead ahead, 
with a conventional rev counter immediately to 
the left for enthusiasts. 

The front of the cabin is also well-organised

and airy, helped on the mid-range 2.0 TCE 180 
Dynamique model (£19,535) test car by an 
optional £1,250 glass roof packaged with 
Bluetooth connectivity and that ‘premium’ 
sound system mentioned earlier. 

The back is roomy, but those high and wicked- 
ly raked rear windows make it nigh on impossi- 
ble for kids to see out of. The boot is generous 
though, despite the sharply raked tailgate. 

While the Mégane measures up visually to the 
coupé image though, it can fall short on the open 
road, especially when you have the test car’s tur- 
bocharged 2.0-litre petrol engine to play with. 

This free-revving 178bhp unit begs you to use 
its power, but the six-speed shift really ought to 
be more precise for a car pitched as a sporting 
machine. 

And the chassis compromises handling for 
comfort, but pleases neither, feeling vague on the 
corners and restless on poor surfaces — I suspect 
Renault saved money by re-clothing the previous 
Mégane rather than going for an all-new effort. 

Still, ’m drawn to the car’s two big plus points: 
a gorgeous engine and possible the coolest coupé 
body of the moment. My advice is go for the jun- 
ior models and get your street cred on the cheap.
